The New York state agricultural 
experiment station explains that the 
huckleberry has IO large seeds, each 
surrounded by a bony covering like 
a minute peach pit 
This produces 
the crackle. 
Blueberries have m any seeds but 
they are not always noticeable when 
the berry is eaten 
There is another Indicator Huck­ 
leberry leaves are 
sprinkled 
with 
resinous dots on Ute underside. You 
won t find them on blueberries. 
Prof. G. L. Slate, small fruit spe­ 
cialist at the station, reports blue­ 
berries are by far the best, eating. 
But the whole thing is confusing 
since blueberries often 
are called 
huckleberries and the 
swamps in 
which they grow are referred to as 
huckleberry swamps.

j^ IF E is always giving, but its 


gifts are so very lavish to the 
young, the strong, and the ambitious 
—when hope is a t its Spring. But 
there always comes a time when the 
ardor of youth, silently and u n an ­ 
nounced, gives way to those essen­ 
tials which alone reward all effort. 


Yet those essentials, im portant as 
they are, do not fortify one against 
loneliness as the shadows of life 
lengthen and the companionship of 
form er years grows rare and only 
incidental. I refer to the old alone— 
those beaten by Iife’§ storms and 
adventures, brave, however to the 
very last—but desperately lonely. 
Alone, through the loss of many 
long beloved, through separation, 
and through force of circumstances, 
isolated. 


A reader of these talks has called 
my attention to such a case. 
A 
grand old lady, whose life was for­ 
merly all given to unselfish service 
for others, but who now has been 
removed far from former friends, 
her family all gone, and her earthly 
possessions hardly more than her 
substantial faith and her precious 
memories. And so, at the age of 80, 
she gives her time to the writing 
of poetry—and this friend has sent 
me one poem which I wish to re­ 
produce here, for it says so much. 
The author’s name is M argaret La 
Sack, and the title is “Life’s W inter.” 


“W hen I was young, I prayed: 
Dear God, when I grow old 
These things I ask th a t Thou 
Wilt leav? with me, until the end: 
My roof, my books, good friends, 
And faith, Oh Lord, my faith in 
Thee. 
And now, when I am old, 
He’s left these things with me. 
Some books, not mine, but here—

Chance to Versailles Strategic Island in 
Viewed as Part of 
His Plan 


Bern, Switzerland. Dec. 4 (AP) — 
Chief of State Petaln’s plan to es­ 
tablish his French government seat 
at historic Versailles is being viewed 
by political observers as another 
shrewd step by the m arshal to ex­ 
tend his authority over all France 
at a time when his prestige is a t a 
high level. 
From Versailles, where Petain is 
expected to use the Trianon palace, 
he would be able to take G erm an- 
occupied N orthern France at least 
partly under his wing, and could co­ 
ordinate with the rest of his gov­ 
ernm ent at Vichy the interests of 
all France. 
Reports 
r e a c h i n g 
diplomatic 
circles from France hinted th a t Pe­ 
tain was overriding the advice of 
his vice premier, Pierre Laval, in a r­ 
ranging to transfer his official resi­ 
dence to the traditional capital of 
royal France and shuttle back and 
forth to Vichy. 
Following Shrewd Plan 
This, like Petaln's opposition to 
the ousting of French residents from 
Lorraine, caused observers to wonder 
whether the old m arshal m ight not 
be following a shrewd plan to do 
the most for France, while capi­ 
talizing on a belief in some quarters 
th a t he is only a figurehead chief 
of state. 
Such observers recalled it was Pe­ 
tain who let Gen Maxime Weygand 
drop out of the government. Some 
said, at th a t time, that Laval had 
“squeezed" Weygand out; th a t “old 
Petatn just doesn't know the score.” 
But, today, Weygand seems ale 
stronger In North Africa than he 
could have been at Vichy. 
He commands the loyalty of a 
well-trained 
North 
African 
arm y 
next door to Italian Libya, and hts 
presence there has been considered 
Vichy’s best guarantee of consid­ 
eration from France’s conquerors 
Those close to Petain say he has 
a clear-cut plan; that he believes 
France will have no real guarantee 
until a final settlem ent with her 
conquerors; and th a t he believes no 
such 
settlem ent 
can 
be 
reached 
until the axis war with Britain is 
ended. 
Laval No Threat 
Accordingly, they declare, he has 
placed France’s relations with the 
conquerors 
in 
Laval’s 
care—after 
noting that Laval, as a m an w ith­ 
out a party and without wide popu­ 
lar support, appears no threat as a 
dictator. 
Petain was said by his friends to 
be particularly anxious to m aintain

Upon learning of Admiral William 
Leahy’s appointm ent as am bassador 
to France, he was said to have de 
d ared :
